She works seven hour* a day.

She 
b^akfastt on cheese, sausage 
or perhaps two sofi-t>oiled egg* 
which she eat* in the Russian

Egg cups 
are rarely used, and a Western 
visitor may find a vodka glass 
Just a shade too large. 


Olga spends 20 minutes mak¬ 
ing up. brushing her fluffy 
brown hair and applying lac¬ 
quer. When setting, she uses 
beer. 

Lessons over at 3 p.m., she 
eats a light restaurant meal of 
salad, meat, fruit or ice cream. 
She says she is dieting for 
health reasons and obviously 
has no worries about slimming. 

After shopping or a walk she 
goes home to her green and yel¬ 
low room with its 22 pieces of 
: light yellow Finnish furniture, a 
particular pride. She has a pi¬ 
ano, her own television and a 
“beautiful rug* with an intiv 
cate star pattern. 

Pay in Cash 

Olga's salary la paid in rash 
Payment by cheque is virtually 
unknown, except by special ar¬ 
rangements between organiza¬ 
tions such as Intourist. One Rus¬ 
sian told me his twice-monthjy 
stij*end was "just laid on a desk 
in the office, and you take what 
is coming to you.’’ 

This seemed a strain on the 
moralily of the new Soviet man. 
but he insisted that is how it is 
done. Similarly on buses the 
honor system seems to work. 
The five-koi>eck fare is stand¬ 
ard no matter how far you go. 

Most factories have payroll 
lists showing deductions for such 
items as income tax. which is 


! extremely low in the Soviet Un-I 
ion. There are savings banks in 
railways, hotels and on main 
streets, and some employees 
said they have standing instruc¬ 
tions to pay their wages into a 
bank. 

Soviets lack Scots thriftiness 
and the tendency is to spend as 
you go. mainly on food and 
drink since taxes, rents and sim¬ 
ilar commitments are tiny by 
1 Western standards. Inter¬ 
est hovers around t\£b i»er cent 
! and there is no such thing as 
an overdraft. 

Families Strong 

Family solidarity Is strong 
and people often pitch part of 
their earnings into a communal 
drawer. 

“Family councils*' are as dis¬ 
tinctive a feature of Russian life 
as the “dvorik” or courtyard 
behind houses where grand¬ 
mothers and elderly women, 
known as bab«>ushka, keep a 
fund eye on cavorting children. 

Family councils may rule on 
such i n t i m a 1 e matters as 
whether Valerian should keep 
comi>any with Valentina, or 
whether the cosy old cottage in 
the Crimea this is an actual 
case should I* exchanged for 
a city apartment.

Oi examining the heirt 
xviih a stethoscope, you norm¬ 
ally hear a distinct ‘ tub-dub'' 
■mind as the valvecc open and 
Close. 

When a murmur is present, 
one of the pains of the sound 
Is replaced by a swish, or by a 
high-pitched sound. That ia the 
murmur. 

The altered sound is due to 
a defective valve, and the eddy- 
, ing of the current- of blood 
past it. 

TTie patient is not aware of 
the murmur. It isn't audible to 
the doctor, either, except with 
a stethoscope. 

Detection of a murmur indi¬ 
cates that further examina¬ 
tion is in order but until thia 
has been done, it la pointless 
to try to gueas the extent of 
the defect. A great many chit 
di n have murmurs, but grow 
up with hmlihy hearts.

An Unhappy Move 


r is BY UNHAPPY circumstance that Canada 
having so recently become a signatory to the 
nuclear test ban treaty is now readying herself to 
accept atomic weapons for her armed services under 
an agreement with the U pi ted States. 

It will doubtless be held by the Ottawa admin¬ 
istration that the international test ban entente has 
little, if any, bearing upon the Canadian-U.S. nuclear 
arms contract. 

To a large degree this is true. But if the broader 
Interpretation of the major powers as to the ultimate 
aim of the test bin is accepted it must appear to the 
people of Canada, and indeed of the world, that 
Canadian acceptance of nuclear warheads is an act of 
hyproerisy. 

It was to avoid such an embarrassingly para¬ 
doxical situation arising that the former government 
under Mr. Diefenbaker refused to commit the nation 
to a policy of acquiring nuclear arms until every hope 
of establishing an era of international peace was found 
futile. 

However, Mr. Pearson in his anxiety to find an 
election issue argued against and liberally misinter¬ 
preted the then existing policy. The result of his 
effective political campaigning on the matter was that 
he not only gained the prime minister’s office but 
found himself inescapably pledged to accept US. 
nuclear weapons for Canada immediately. 

It will be recalled that one of his first official acta 
a* prime minister was to visit President Kennedy 
to inform him that Canada was ready to enter 
negotiations for nuclear arms at once. TYie agreement 
is now drawn up and but needs the ratification of 
both governments to become effective. 

Once the agreement has been fully approved and 
signed Canada will be fully committed to an active 
nuclear military role not only in Canada and North 
America at large, but in Europe and wherever else 
her armed forces may operate. 

It is. of course, not altogether certain that the 
agreement will receive easy ratification by the Senate 
of the United States. Already Canadian-U.S. negotia¬ 
tions are under fire from Senator Henry Jackson, 
chairman of the congressional subcommittee on atomic 
weapons, who questions their validity in the face of 
rresident Kennedy’s recent address in which he spoke 
af the need to prevent proliferation of nuclear stock¬ 
piles through the transfer, acquisition or possession 
of such weapons by non-nuclear countries. 

Nor is it likely that Mr. Pearson will be allowed 
|o sign on behalf of Canada without considerable 
rriticism being directed at him by the opposition 
parties. 

If doubts as to the propriety and advisability of 
the agreement are being entertained in the United 1 
States, wtth whom the advantage of the agreement 1 
lies, surely there is room for some uncertainty in 
Canada, who stands to gain little from the proposed ' 
arrangement but the ill-will of the rest of the world. ,

A T frequent intervals the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities, a body representative of all the local councils 
of the province, debates anew the proposition that 
national or provincial lotteries should be made legal 
This year will be no exception. Two resolutions calling 
for Criminal Code amendments to permit sweepstakes 
are on the agenda for the UBCM’s September con¬ 
vention, one from Kamloops and one from Langley, 
and both supported by regional associations. 

And as usual, opposition is shaping up. Mayor 
William Rathie of Vancouver, for instance, has 
announced he will do battle with proponents of 
lotteries for any cause, since he believes most of the 
people who buy tickets can't afford them and throw 
away their money instead of buying things they really 
need. 

It would be interesting to know If Mayor Rathie 
speaks the general mind of his city on this question. 
One might reasonably doubt It. But then the same test 
could be applied to the other mayors and reeves and 
aidtrmea and councillors and village commissjoncrs 
who advocate sweepstakes to raise money for ’public 
purpose*, and who like the opponents may have been 
elected despite their views on this one topic. 

Of more importance however is the fact that even 
If the assembled delegates called almost unanimously 
for legal lotteries for useful purposes, it is extremely 
doubtful that their voice would be heeded in any direct 
way. For their field of competence is local govern¬ 
ment, under provincial jurisdiction, and the matter 
of sweepstakes is federal. If changes are to be made 
in the lotteries law one can be sure the members of 
Parliament and their parties will want to use their 
own political antennae and not depend on the say-so 
of civic representatives. 

Hence the Union of B.C. Municipalities would 
appear to be wasting valuable time In fighting again 
over this subject, which could well be excluded from 
its ever-hurried program as beyond murtidpel scope 
and fruitless betides

Khrushchev’s 
Satellites 
Begin to Stir

Posthumous rehabilitation by the Supreme Court of Czecho¬ 
slovakia of Rudolf Slanaky. one-time secretary- general of the 
Czechoslovak Communist Party, who was executed 11 yean 
ago on a fraudulent charge of high treason, is a sharp defeat 
for the neo-Stallnist President Novotny, who had been stub¬ 
bornly restating it.

Mr. Coleman, 49, is running again for governor. And 
if conditions in Mississippi were the same as three years 
ago—smoothly segregated with the Negro firmly in his 
place—he could be re-elected very easily. 

But they are not And the current gubernatorial elec¬ 
tion has been aalied the most Important national political 
event of 1963.

Segregation is not an election issue, as nobody is 
against it. The question for the voters is how long the 
"great and sovereign state" can continue to resist invasion 
from the north. Sullivan promises it'll take U.S. para¬ 
troopers to Integrate the first public school. 


This is not to suggest that old- 
fashioned nationalism is likely 
•oon to become a major force in 
Eastern Europe, or that it is 
desirable that it should.

John (Sandy) Gilchrist li the 
latest and possibly the beat, of 
a long procession of champion¬ 
ship swimmen from the tiny 
coastal town of Ocean Falls, 
BC. 

He broke lour Canadian rec¬ 
ords at the Canadian swimmlnx 
and diving championships held 
In Montreal late In July, and 
his times are rapidly approach¬ 
ing world records.

"At the Psn-Am games this 
year.” he s^ya. "I was fourth In 
flic 100-metre freestyle, third In 
the 100-metre and second in the 
l.MOss well as doing three re¬ 
lays. They gave me a trophy 
as ‘most - worked swimmer' of 
the games. The other swim¬ 


mers, especially the Americans, 
concentrate on one or maybe 
two. events." 

Gilchrist speaks quickly and 
wean fairly thick glasses, giv¬ 
ing him a serious, almost studi¬ 
ous air, but he has the power 
lul build (six-foot-one and 17S 
pnnlil and effortless stroke of 
a distance swimmer. He says' 
he will probably end up racing

Now for the Seed

Yesterday n wen discussing the 
preparation of a lawn site, and I do 
hope you took to heart that business 
of a binding layer — a mixture of food 
and poor eoil which la sandwiched be¬ 
tween the Infertile luheoil and the rich 
topdreaaing. When good, fertile top¬ 
soil la hauled In and spread right over 
the dead rand or clay excavated tom 
the house foundation, your grass roots 
never go down propert y and you get 
a shallow-rooted lawn with no stamina 
to withstand our summer dry apaMa. 

With the seed bed prepar e d, we toe 
ready now to go ahopping lor grass 
seed, and In our fortunate climate 
where we suffer from no extremes of 
heat or cold, our choice of varieties Is 
very wide indeed. Your selection can 
be pretty well governed by personal 
preference and whether the lawn Is to 
be purely ornamental or used as a play 
and sitting-out area.

From the standpoint erf app ea ranc e 
alone, the finest of alt lawn graaaas la 
Creeping Bent and its varieties Colonial 
Bent and Velvet Bent. Three are fine- 
leafed. dwarf grisers spreading by isi- 
derground creeping rootstocks and 
above-groimd runners to form a donee, 
fine turf, Just like a green velvet car¬ 
pet 

Such a lawn, if you keep it up prop¬ 
erly, will certainly make a ahowpiec* 
which will be the envy of all the neigh¬ 
bors. But for all its fine-textured 
beauty, I personally wouldn’t have a 


Creeping Bant lawn if you gave it to 
me. The amount of work required to 
keep the thing manicured ia appalling. 

In mowing, for instance, you have to 
go over the same patch two or three 
times, raking It between pawnee to eie- 
vate the runners ao they nrill be out. 
Weeding, too, It quite a chore In a Bent 
Grass lawn, for you can’t use chemical 
weedkillers and the Invaders must be 
eradicated the hard way — d ow n on 
your hunkers, digging them out one by

For my own use, I go for a some¬ 
what coarser gram with better wean 
tng qualities, and one that doesn’t con¬ 
sume too much of my limited garden¬ 
ing time. I want a tough sward that 
will stand up under boisterous games, 
in which the garden furniture won’t 
leave. permanent marks, and in toe 
case of the back lawn, I don’t want to 
aee a path worn alongside toe dothea- 
line where my wife hangs out the lam 
By wash. 

For such a town, my thoioa ia a 

mixture of Kentucky Blue grass and 
Creeping Red Fescue. TYue, you don’t 
get s bowling green or putting green 
surface with three variates*. but they 
oambkne to moke a tough, hard-wear¬ 
ing family lawn that looks good and 
stays green and denae under only ordi¬ 
nary routine care

The k i n ds I recommend 
are not stoadtt varieties anyway — 
ordinary Kentucky Bluccmi m no 
around 75 cents par pound, and regu¬ 
lar Creeping Red Fescue about 55 
cants In fact, you don’t nan havt to 
mix it yourself, for If you a* any 
seadsman for Ms seoond-beat grass seed 
mixture, chances are you’ll get some¬ 
thing pretty chase to this combination.

If you mix your own and want to 
go first ctoas, you can be a little more 
fussy as to what kind of Kentucky 
Bkiegrafls and what kind of Creeping 
Red Feeoue. Merlon Blue Is an Im¬ 
proved strain of Kentucky — d w a r fer, 
deeper-rooted, more drought-reteatant 
and a slightly darker shade of g r een, 
costing a little better than twice as 
much as regular Kentucky. 

Park Is an even n ewer strain of 
Kentucky Bfuegraas. cheaper than 
Merlon and eatere to get established. 
The seed cosnaa up very quickly Indeed, 
which gives you a grand head Store 
over the weeds, and k ia quite co m mon 
for a Park town to ha up and growing 
within a week.

There are superior strains of Creep¬ 
ing Red Fescue too. notably Chewing* 
Fescue, Duraturf and Ibiiii State: I 
have some preference for the latter. 

TO sum up, any seetknan’a aecond- 
best mixture will give you a hard-wear¬ 
ing lawn. If you want wa ne tiling Just 
a little better, use a half-and-half mix¬
